them posted on developments, bul; 
it is thought that most of them will 
return to the city within he next 
day or so, to be present w’hen the 
sand is tapped. 
A number of the largest deals 
ever made in Pontotoc county have 
been made during the last ten days, 
both in oil and gas leases and in 
city property. Everyone is encour­ 
aged by reports which continue to 
come from the well and it is said 
that the real, big, exciting time will 
come for Ada when the drillers tear 
into the sand and learn for sure 
what it contains. 


HATTIESBURG, Miss., April 27. 
— Dispatches today from 
Braxton, 
Mississippi, virtually wrecked by a 
storm yesterday, placed the number 
of known dead at eight, with unveri­ 
fied reports of other deaths which 
may increase the number of fatal­ 
ities to twice the number. Twenty- 
three persons are known to have 
been injured. 
Troops arrived early 
today from Jackson and took charge 
of the situation. 
The town was 
virtually swept out of existance, a 
heap of smoking ruins and hardly 
ja standing structure marking the 
townsite today. 
The storm struck 
with just one great roar and the 
twisting 
winds 
hurled 
the 
little 
town almost 
into 
ruins, 
among 
which lay the bodies pf the dead 
and injured. 
Survivers struggled to the town 
of Guglo where they gave the first 
word of 
the 
disaster. 
Railroad 
officials then spread the news and 
the work of rescue and aid was 
rushed forward with state troops

OKLAHOMA CITY. April

The city’s greatest 
"murder 
m ys­ 
tery” was under investigation Tues­ 
day b> Detective John Hubutka. 
Eleven horses have been found, 
one by one, iii the pasture of G. 
W, Long, east of the city. VI had 
their throats slit from ear to ear. 
The "murderer” is believed 
to 
be a maniac. 
The last animal to be "murdered 
was a beautiful mare, found Sun­ 
day. A strange horse was calmly 
eating grass in the pasture. 
Always Kame Method. 
Other "horse murders” have be* n 
reported 
in various parts of the 
city. The death wound has always 
been the same. 
The first murder* d animal was 
found by Long a year ago. .Sine* 
then five horses ranging his pas­ 
ture have been 
killed 
and 
six 
strange animals have 
been 
led 
there to be murdered. 
A "twitch” used on 
a 
horse’s 
nose, smeared with blood was found 
near the latest victim. Finger prints 
were on the handle. 
Just a year ago a "family horse” 
owned by W. J. Henry, 208 Easi 
lith HL, was found dead in the 
Henry barn. Two other horses were 
found in the city that morning with 
their throats cut. Since th**n the 
activities of the "murderer” have 
been rest rioted to the Long pas­ 
ture, so far as Detective Hubatka 
can ascertain. 
Blood-lust Theory. 
Two theories are being worked 
on by Hubatka. One is that the 


dozen "horse murders" have been 
committed by a maniac with an eh 
session for blood. The other is that 
animal blood 
is 
b e in g 
sought 
by 
someone experimenting in serums. 
The last theory is not given much 
credence 
by 
Hubatka 
because 
a 
scientist would not stoop to "m u r­ 
der” to obtain blood, he thinks. 
Detective Hubatka says the w’ave 
of “ horse murders” is without pre­ 
cedent. He is convinced that one 
person is responsible for them all. 
The report of horses being killed 
promiscuously has aroused owners 
and a fund for investigation was 
being 
talked 
Tuesday. 
It 
was 
thought probable that blood hounds 
Mill be procured to trace the mur­ 
derer. 
Trail Is Covered. 
The maniac leaves his trail well 
covered. With the exception of the

terms "if it hopes to achieve suc­ 
cess with them.” 
"The government,” the newspa­ 
per added, "has taken a stony path, 
and has not yet arrived at its end.”

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A Tribute to “Hub,” a Boston Terrier

Back in the days when Warren 
G. Harding was merely the editor 
of the Marion Daily Star and only 
an ultra-optimistic few of his fel­ 
low townsmen expected him ever to 
become President of 
the 
United 
States, there was a little dog who 
loved 
this 
beetle-browned 
man 
above every other living thing, says 
the 
Kansas City 
Star. 
This 
was 
Hub, a Boston terrier. 
One day last summer, when tho 
republican 
presidential 
candidate 
had been complimented upon one of 
bis best speeches, he mentioned Hub 
and said: 
The best thing I ever wrote was 
an obituary for my dog. I felt that, 
aud anybody can write when he 
feels very strongly upon his sub­ 
ject. Some day I’ll find a copy of 
that tribute to my dog, and you’ll 
agree with me that it was good. 
Recently George Van Fleet, man­ 
aging editor of the Star and the 
sole boss while the owner is in 
Washington, found the obituary of 
Hub 
in 
the newspaper 
files and 
sent a copy to the White House. 
Here it is: 
Edgewood Hub in the register, a 
mark of his breeding; 
but to us 
Just Hub, a little Boston terrier, 
whose 
sentient 
eye 
mirrored 
the 
fidelity and devotion of his loyal 
heart. The veterinary said he was 
poisoned; perhaps he was. His mute 
suffering suggested it. One is re­ 
luctant to believe that a human be­ 
ing who claims man’s estate could 
be so hateful a coward as to ruth­ 
lessly torture and kill a trusting 
victim, 
made defenseless 
through 
his confidence in the human mast­ 
er, but these are such.

look from Hub’s trusting eyes was

lying greeting! 
from such inhuman beings, thougl 
they wear the habiliments of men 
Perhaps you wouldn’t devote thes* 
lines to a dog.

This law works in connection with your job. 
regardless Dubinsky’s Slock 
of the nature of the work you are performing. If you perform

more work and better work than you are paid to perform it i 
will be but a short time until the person for whom you are 
working whether it is an individual, a firm or the public, 
will begin to “retaliate” in proportion to the service you 
render. 
Thi^ law is very largely responsible for the success of 
the red-headed, freckled-faced boy who comes from the coun­ 
try, goes to work as office boy or errand runner, and soon 
advances on up the ladder to a position of responsibility and 
good pay. 
“ Having no better sense” than to do more than 
he was paid to do has carried many a young fellow over the 
heads of those wise ones who knew how to stop when the 
had performed as much service as the day’s work called for. 
You cannot escape the results of this Law of Retaliation. 
It works whether you want it to or not, for you or against 
you. according to the intelligence with which you direct it. 
It is constantly carrying you on toward a greater success or 
pushing you back further into the rear of that great mass of 
struggling humanity constituting the rank and file of the 
”never-do-wells!” 
It may seem unjust to work harder and put in more 
hours than you arc paid for. particularly if the person or firm 
for which you work is unappreciative, but if you do this your 
pay comes by reason of the fact that this becomes a habit 
with you and sooner or later you are sure to attract the at­ 
tention of someone who will offer you a bigger place and 
better pay. 
The world is ever in search of the man and the 
woman, both the young and the old. who know enough about 
the operation of the Law of Retaliation to perrorm more 
work and better work than is, for the time being, paid for. 
Fortunate, indeed, will be all who read this, think about it, 
see its logic and put it into use at once.
